The changes made to 35 U.S.C. 102(e) by the American Inventors Protection Act 
of 1999 (AlPA) and the Intellectual Property and High Technology Technical 
Amendments Act of 2002 do not apply when the reference is a U.S. patent resulting 
directly or indirectly from an international application filed before November 29, 2000. 
Therefore, the prior art date of the reference is determined under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) prior 
to the amendment by the AlPA (pre-AlPA 35 U.S.C. 102(e)). 

Claims 1-8, 10-11, 13-17 and 19-24 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as 
being clearly anticipated by Staas (USP 6,975,41 9). 

Claim 9 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Staas 
(USP 6,975.41 9) further in view of Pietrowicz (USP 6,978,31 3). 

Claims 12 and 18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Staas (USP 6,975,419) further in view of Smyk (USP 5,751 ,961) 

Details of the rejections have already been set forth in the last Office action. The details 
are incorporated herein by reference thereto. 
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In the communication filed on 1/3/2007, Applicants admitted that step 339 of 
Staas reads on the step of determining if a device encounters an event. Applicants 
contended that Staas does not teach the step of determining if the print job meets the 
pre-determined criterion. The claims did not specify what the event and the criterion are. 
The recitations "determining if a device encounters an event while processing a job and 
determining If the job meets a pre-determined criterion" are so broad that any two of the 
diamond shape determining steps shown in Figures 3A, 3B, 6A and 6B of Staas meet 
the limitations. The two determining steps do not constitute any patentable subject 
matter because they are just broad and non-specific pre-conditions for transmitting an 
email message to an email address. The two pre-conditions do not affect processing of 
a job and how the message is sent. 

Applicants contended that the Examiner did not address the limitation of sending 
an email message. See the second last paragraph on page 3 of the last Office action. 
See also column 5 line 39-54, steps 459, 466, 469, 473, 476 of Figure 6A, and step 343 
of Figure 3A in Staas. Figures 3A, 3B, 6A and 6B in Staas show that communication is 
in email via email address.
